Our Suggestion about individual 
fire protection set forth in our last 
issue has caused much favourable 
comment, and we live in hopes of 
seeing it carried into practice. 

All the members of the council 
have expressed their approval of 
it, and there is promise of their 
support at the next council meet¬ 
ing. The tradesmen of the town, 
some of whom have the patent fire 
extinguishers already installed, are 
practically unanimous in saying 
that such an idea as ours is worthy 
of consideration, and ought to be 
put into practice. 

There is no doubt as to the value 
of our suggestion. The cost to 
each storekeeper of installing such 
a system would be little or nothing 
in consideration of the value of the 
water or extinguisher being at 
hand when required. 

When a small fire commences 
and people begin to run about 
after the bucket of water that can 
never be found, the main result is 
confusion, during which time the 
fire gets started in good earnest 
with the result that the town is 
threatened, whereas, if the require¬ 
ments for putting out the small fire 
were at hand considerable property 
and doubtless life could be saved. 
The same thing applies to places 
other than stores. Every office,

Reserving Non-Agrlcultural Land 

The Minnesota State Forestiy asso¬ 
ciation D agi atlng for an amendment 
to the state constitution, to provide 
for the retention as forest reserves of 
all state lands found upon examlna 
tlon to be unsuitable for agricultural 
purposes. At preseut, such lands 
may be filed upon under the guise of 
homesteads, but, after the ran oval of 
the timbers—and possibly an attempt 
at farming, foredoomed to failure— 
the lands aro abandoned, usually In a 
completely denuded and burned-over 
condition, and revert to the state. A 
much better policy would unquestion¬ 
ably be to restrict agricultural settle¬ 
ment to lands /clearly suitable for 
that purpose, and retalr. the noa- 
agricultural lands, for permanent for¬ 
est production. 

The same problem arises, in many 
parts of Canada, in a similar way. 
Previously, there was no direction of 
Agricultural settlement, and, jn a re¬ 
sult, much non-agriculturw^ limb: - 
land was taken up under the home¬ 
stead laws. This tendency was par¬ 
ticularly strong at the time lumber- 
lag operations were being carried on. 
At that time the homesteader was 
able to find an exceller. market for 
the agricultural produce that could be 
raised during the few years that 
elapsed before the surface fertility of 
the soil, derived from the decayed 
mould from fallen leaves and 
branches, wa„ exhausted 

In very nntpy cases, sottlers have 
been stranded on these poor lands, 
and have become so impoverished 
that they are wholly unable to movo 
away and settle on lands veally suit¬ 
able for farming. More recently, the 
provincial governments have made 
attempts st directing settlement, tut 
the pressure for the opening up of 
timber lands has been strong, and ar¬ 
guments that the lands are suitable 
for agriculture have been so singly 
urged that the attempts to withhold 
lands essentially non-agrlclltural 
have in m \ny cases been unsuccess¬ 
ful!—Conversation. 


Trophy For First Aid Work in Mines 

In order to encourage first aid work 
in mines, Hon. l/ouis Coderre, min¬ 
ister of mines, recently donated to the 
St. John Ambulance association a 
silver trophy for anuual competition 
among all mine workers in Canada. 

The importance of having all mine 
employees trained in first aid is ob¬ 
vious. When an accident happens 
in ordinary industrial occupations, 
only u short time elapset before the 
assistance of an ambulance or sur¬ 
geon can be obtained, but as mining 
is carried on at great depths and dis¬ 
tances underground, the time taken 
to obtain p-eper medical assistance 
varies from one-half hour to three or 
four hours. 

Trophies lu first aid Work, for gen¬ 
eral compet!ticn and for competition 
among railwayman and among cadets, 
have already been donated by Hon. 
Wallace Nesbitt, but 'the need of a 
special trophy for miners has been 
keeuly felt. There is no department 
of industrial life where the art of 
rendering first aid Is more necessary 
or where there is more enthusiasm 
shown by the 'average employee.— 
W. J. D., in Conservation.

Last year more grain was sl ipped 
by lake from the twin Canadian peris 
of Port Arthur and Fort William than 
was taken out of Duluth, Superior 
and Chicago, all reckoned together. 
The double l>ort on the north sli~re 
of ],ake Superior easily surpassed 
every other port in America in the 
quantity cf grain shipped by water. 

This is an a9ton'.Ehing change from 
tbe conditions which existed only 
a few years ago. It reveals the 
development of the Canadian North¬ 
west and throws a strong light upon 
tl.-te future of the Canadian commerce 
of the lakes, after the Dominion shall 
have completed its system of water- 
wajs between Lake Superior and the 
sea. 

With the Canadian canals enlarged 
and extended so that ocean-going 
vessels from Port Arthur and Fort 
William to Europe, by way of Lake 
Superior, tbe St. Mary’s River, Lake 
Huron and a Georgian Bay-St. Law¬ 
rence canal and the St. Lawrence 
river, to the Onlf of St. I>awrenee, a 
I great traffic will be lost to some of 
tbe American port: and channels of 
the great lakes. But the development 
of the Dominion will far more than 
offsdt this loss through the increased 
Canadian jusinesn which It will bring 
Americau manufacturers and mer¬ 
chants. 

Our neighbor to the northward can 
never become too rich and big and 
strong for the prosperity and best in-1 
terests of tlie United States.—Cleve¬ 
land Leader.

FEWER RECRUITS FOR ARMY 


AFTER 22 YEARS 


Continued Activity In Trade and Emi¬ 
gration Hava A fleet ad Scheme 
of Recruiting 

Tile annual repor on recruiting! (or 
the British arnjy (or the year ending. 
September 30) 1913, published as a 
parliamentary paper, shows that the 
number of recruits who Joined the 
t regular army, • excluding re-enlist- 
ments, and colonial corps recruits, 
was 28,091, a decrease of 2,225 as 
oompared with the previous year, 
while the figures (or the special re¬ 
serve were 18,454, a decrease of 2,* 
937. 

The general results, It is oDserved, 
have been disappointing. Whilst the 
recent increaseiocompetition by tho 
royal navy, and thv. facilities for ob¬ 
taining work provided by the govern¬ 
ment Labor exchange, have had an 
adverse effect, the poor results ac¬ 
hieved are attributed mainly to con¬ 
tinued activity in trade and emigra¬ 
tion. 178,468 male British subjects 
emigrated from the United Kingdom 
(luring 1913, and, though probably 
only a small proportion were men 
who would 'have enlisted, yet tho re¬ 
port declares the men v/ho emigrate 
in most cases leave vacancies in the 
field of employment at home to be 
filled, perhaps, by one who in other 
circumstances would have entered the 
army. * 

Whilst of late there have been 
signs of slackening in Canada’a appe¬ 
tite for unskilled laborers, it Is dis- 
couraglng"from a recruiting point of 
view to note that Australia has in¬ 
augurated a scheme offering special 
facilities for immigration of lads be¬ 
tween 16 and 20, the very ages be¬ 
tween which the majority of recruits' 
now join the special reserve and the 
regular army. 


Rev. Pere Edouard Oouy Reaches 
Edmonton After Voluntary Exile 
X . Among Indians 

: "It seems good to be in civilisation 
lone© more, after twenty-two years of 
'voluntary exile among the Indians of 
the north,” The speaker was the Uev. 
i Pere Edouard Gouy, father superior 
of St. Isodore mission at Fort Smith, 
who arrived in Edmonton by rail 
from Athabasca, after being away 
from the city for nearly a quarter of 
a century. v - 

In the flowing black robes of the 
Oblate fathers, a large Jet cross and 
bronze crucifix tucked In his girdle, 
a heavy untrimmed dark beard be¬ 
ginning to show- white streaks of 
grey, but with the healthy tan of the 
north on his face. Father Guoy pre¬ 
sents a striking figure. 

Sees His First Auto 
"I saw at Athabasca ap auto for 
the first time,” said Father Gouy. 
“Such things were not dreamed of 
when, as a young man of 25. 1 left 
for the north to work among the In¬ 
dians. Edmonton was then but a 
village. Of course 1 have kept track 
of its growth through the newspap¬ 
ers. although we reecived papers 
only during the summer, by canoes 
winter mall carriers by (lug teams 
confining themselves to letters.” 

Is Going to France 
Father Gouy will rest in Edmontop 
a few days, and then after a short 
trip to St. Albert for the purpose of 
visiting Bishop Legal, ho will start 
for Nantes, France, where he will vis¬ 
it bis aged parents. Before his re¬ 
turn ho will go to Rome for an aud- 
lece with Pope Plus, and expects to 
arrive again In Edmonton next Sep¬ 
tember. when be will go once more to | 
Fort Smith, perhaps to spend the 
rest of his life in his self-sacrificing 
labor for the education and the up¬ 
lifting of the Indians. 


Weddell Sea and Two Younn Sea Ele¬ 
phants Besides 'a Number of 
Penguins 

In an Interesting article In the 
Scotsman Dr. William S. Brace tells 
of an uu ique collection of -Antarctic 
animals Hat has lately been present¬ 
ed to the Zoological Society of Scot¬ 
land by ^lessrs. Salvesen and Leith. 

This comprises the following inter¬ 
esting .animals. A Weddell seal, two 
young sea elephants' or elephant 
seals, two adult penguins nud two' 
king penguins in down, one gentco 
penguin and one marearoni penguin. 
They were obtained in South Georgia 
and have travelled 7,000 mileB to 
Scotland. 

Dr. Bruce believed that not oue of 
tlieso animals were eve.; previously 
seen in Scotland, and lie is not aware 
that the macaroni penguin 'ever 
reached the London Society’s gar¬ 
dens; one thing be Is certa! i that the 
two species of seals have never been 
seen alive in Europe or possibly in 
any zoological park or garden in the 
world. This is certainly the case so 
far as the Weddell seal Is concern¬ 
ed. 

The Weddell seal was originally 
discovered by Captain James Weddell 
of Leith, who had attained the high 
latitude of 74 deg. 1G min S. in l .c 
Weddell sea. The longest Weddell 
seal that the Scotia secured meas¬ 
ured nearly 11 feet and weighed over 
900 pounds. Usually an adult Weddell 
seal weighs about 800 xounds; the 
cqmmouest species are to be found 
at the South Orkneys and Coats 
Lands; only 15 years ago. it was one 
of Uie.rarest known mammals. Six 
penguins have been transported from 
the sub-antarctic islands of South 
Georgia to Scotland. 

The Zoologeal Socety of Scotland 
now possesses four long peguins. 
The adult king penguin has striking¬ 
ly marked plumage, the golden color 
on the sides and front of the neck 
and upper pnrtB of the breast being 
extensive nnd brilliant. It lays a 
single egg, but has no nest, the par¬ 
ents each taking turns to hold the 
egg on the top of their upturned feet, 
which a flap of feathers and skin 
covers. v 

Tho migratory habits of penguins 
are interesting, as they arc flightless 
birds and seem to be entirely aquatic 
in habits. The collection in the Scot¬ 
tish Zoological park is said to be ab¬ 
solutely unique and to have no equal 
in. any other zoological park or gar¬ 
den In tlie world.

Md all. The North Battleford board 
at trade has issued an announcement 
la reference to thj; convention as fol¬ 
lows: 

Western Canada mult have a popu¬ 
lation of 10,000.000 people within the 
■ext ten year?. This, and the way to 
accompli s'- it, Is Interesting news, 
■ad the very adoption of such a 
slogan as 10,000,000 la ten years is a 
splendid goal to aim for. 

Providing the men and women of 
Western Canada will devote their at- 
— ‘Ion and energies towards a com- 
ienBive und united scheme for the 
bllshment of an empire, with a 
ulation of 10 , 000,000 people, bound- 
on the east by the great lakes 
.the Hudson Bay ports, and on the 
west, by the Pacific ocean with Its 
splendid harbors, and keeping In 
mind continuously the opening of the 
Panama canal, it will be accompllih- 
eti. 

We have all the facilities at our 
disposal for the building of the grand¬ 
est empire which either ancient or 
modern history has ever knowu. The 
> > opportunities are waiting at ocr 
/ Sands. It remains for us to go in and 
possess the land. True, thio would 
seem to have been the burden of our 
efforts for some years, but as all 
growth -r-'ings with its new phases. 
Involves new conditions, presents 
mv Ideas, it would seem that the 
fime is at hand when we should set 
ourselves to the accomplishment of 
even a greater era of development 
than has gon*. by in the last 25 years.

Parole Officer Archibald Make* a 
Plea For Prison Labor—Impossible 
to Expect Good Results From a 
Man Who .s Held at a Stone Pile 

The annual report of the inspectors 
of penitentiaries for tho flsccl year 
en.dtug March 31st, 1913, was . - ecent- 
ly laid ou the table of the house of 
commons at Ottawa, and contains a 
large number of interesting facts anil 
figures. There were 1,970 convicts 
Iff custody at 'he end of the fiscal 
year, of whom 984 were Canadian 
horn. The cost per capita ranged 
from 2328.24 In Kingston to 8700. r >8 
in Saskatchewan, alberta being 
8420.46. 

“The fact.” reports Inspectors Dou¬ 
glas Stewart and W. 8. Hughes, "that 
tach man sentenced to hard labor 
costs the country a dollar per day In 
excess of his earnings seems to re¬ 
quire explana.ion." As remedies, they 
suggest (1) That ‘he penitentiaries 
be administered by the minister 
through Ills responsible officers, and 
free front local or other external in¬ 
terference; and 42) that the govern¬ 
ment utilize tho obligatory labor of 
its wards fa supplying as far as pos¬ 
sible, its own needs and requirements 
sueh as articles required for the var¬ 
ious departments cl the government. 

445 Prisoners Paroled 
Parole Officer Archibald reports 
that during the fiscal year 445 prison¬ 
ers were released on parole from pen¬ 
itentiaries an,. 470 from the provin¬ 
cial jails. The number of cancella¬ 
tions for non-compliance witi the 
condition of license was 32, or three 
per cent., ami the number of forfeit¬ 
ures for subsequent conviction was 
45, or 4.9 per cent. 

Mr. Archibald makes a plea for 
prison labor. "The penitentiary,” 
says, “surely should be a place to 
qualify and fit mei for useful 1 'ess in 
life, even If they * ive gone astray 
and this cadi vt be accomplished until 
a more sane r.ud humanitarian system 
is Inaugurated. It Is Impossible to 
expect good results from a man who 
Is held at a stone pile or kept at 
menial abor ail through his ben- 
t nee.” 

Warden McCaulay’s Report 
Warden McCaulav lu his annual re¬ 
port of the Alberta peniteDtlary, re¬ 
fers to tli 5 completion of the warden’s 
house, the wing cell block and the 
foundation lor the workshops, ant 
t ys tlie brick yard has supplied 
al the brick necessary' for tho build¬ 
ings. The farm supplied all tbe vege¬ 
tables for the institution, and the 
coal mine furnisher all the coal.

development. This brought the peo¬ 
ple of the west to face resulting con¬ 
ditions. The "hot-air” period had 
passed, and the problem to bo solved 
at the present time was that of agri¬ 
cultural development for laying per¬ 
manently, the foundation of the Wes¬ 
tern Canada to be as optimists looked 
forward to it. The solution of this 
problem hadUdeveloped a new policy 
with the C.P.R. Up to two years ago 
they were merely sellers of land. Now 
they were colonizers, in that no laud, 
was sold without an obligation that 
residence should be taken up and 
agricultural operations undertaken. 
How to get the people was the pro¬ 
blem. 

Difficulties In Europe 

In the British Isles there was small 
opportunity for obtaining the desire 1 
agricultural immigration.' In Epropc 
the policy was handicapped In that, I j 
get the class of immigrants, the com¬ 
pany had to meet with j-estrlctions b/ 
the authorities. Holland. Denmark 
and Belgium were practically the 
only countries open. In Germany and 
Austria an immigration policy was 
made impossible. - In Norway it was 
limited, and in Swede- prohibited. 
The company had. therefore, fa fact 
only the field of the United States 
entirely available. 

Mr. Dennis dwelt on the import¬ 
ance of irrigated lands and the neces¬ 
sity for individual effort in prevent¬ 
ing any of the wrong impression 
which carried against them. It was 
difficult to obtain immigrants from ir¬ 
rigated area:; and 60 per cent, of the 
farmers, who came over from the 
United States knew nothing about Ir¬ 
rigated areas. - 

Entourage Mixed Farming 

The speaker urged the necessity on 
I oards of trade of enlistinr; the sym¬ 
pathy and working with the farmers 
as the only means for the desired de¬ 
velopment. To encourage mixed farm¬ 
ing was the solulicn of the agricul¬ 
tural problem, and to this end the 
C.P.R. In its ready-made faraj^policy 
extended purchase payments To twen¬ 
ty years and advanced 81,000 worth 
of live stock to those who intended 
going in for extensive farming. He 
looked to little agricultural immigra¬ 
tion from''the British Isles this year. 
Though immigration would not l»e 
diminished he thought tho bulk woOld 
arrive from the United Slates.

pay for the new department out of 
Ihe five per cent, profit which goes 
j to the city from the street railway 
revenues. 


Soo Locks Busier Than Panama 

N T o less than 72 million tons of 
freight passed through the locks of 
Sault Ste. Marie, on the Great Lakes 
last year. These locks,/which con¬ 
nect Lake Superior with the lower 
lakes are now a feature of our In¬ 
land navigation system, for through 
them passes nearly 70 per cent, of the 
entire lake traffic. 

To increase the facilities for hand¬ 
ling the traffic t n the American side, 
a lock of cxcepticnal size is under 
construction, as an addition to the 
two existing locks, while excavation 
has been commenced for a fourth 
lock. 

The traffic to be handled is enor¬ 
mous, and navigation Is stopped by 
ice for or about four months each year 
(ordinarily from Dec. 15 to April IS). 
Consequently, it is of the utmost im¬ 
portance to handle the vessels 
promptly and enable, them to make as 
many trips as possible during the 
navigation season. 

In 1905, congress authorized the 
widening of the canal, while in 1901 
an appropriation was made for the 
construction of a third lock with an 
Indepcndert car.nl. The canal widen¬ 
ing was completed In 1911; and the 
new lock and canal are expected to 
be fa operation at tbe beginning of 
navigation in 191G, or possible earlier 

It was subsequently consiered de¬ 
sirable to duplicate the traffic capac¬ 
ity as to provide against interruption 
to traffic In 'the event of any acci¬ 
dent at the third lock. This duplica¬ 
tion is a feature of the locks on the 
Panama canal, where tlie traffic will 
be much less .in volume than at “the 
Soo.” The additional lock was auth¬ 
orized by congress in 1912, and work 
is now In progress on the excavation. 

With all this work completed, there 
will be the i-- tque spectacle of two 
parallel and adjacent canals with 
four parallel single-lift locks.—En¬ 
gineering News. 


MUSIC IS FACTOR FOR GOOD 


Arthur Farwell Speaks on Subject at 
Ottawa Canadian Club 

Before tbe Canadian club at Ot¬ 
tawa recently Arthur Farwell, super¬ 
visor of municipal music in New York 
city, divulged a brilliant address on 
"Music for tbe People,” which show¬ 
ed in a comparative way the almost 
Incredible response by the masses of 
that great city. He described tho 
wonderful awakening of the people to 
an artistic sense of the old masters 
and their classical compositions, and 
referred to the community music 
drama and the pageants of America 
as the new gospel which was to bind 
all classes together. 

Speaking of the general awakening 
in all spheres on thought and scienee 
and Its counterpart In musle, Mr. Far- 
well said: 

“In the world of music this de¬ 
velopment is to he found not only in, 
the expansion of tho expressional 
powers of music itself, tut particular¬ 
ly in what I call mass appreciation— 
the capacity of tho people to receive 
spontaneously the message of music 
at its highest without previous spec¬ 
ial or musical training. This was de¬ 
monstrated at once during the first 
four years of public orchestrnl con¬ 
certs in Central Park, New York city, 
under the municipal music Bystem. 
There from ten to fifteen thousand 
people who had practically no prev¬ 
ious familiarity with any but the 
Cheapest kinds of popular music have 
gathered daily during the summer 
months of the last four years to lis¬ 
ten to orchestral concerts given chief¬ 
ly to a presentation of music of tho 
world’s greatest manors. This music 
ha 3 given its message directly to the 
people, and it may be said that the

GEN. 'GREELY’S BIRTHDAY 


Former Arctic Explorer 70 Year* Old, 
Celebrated Birthday Recently 

As vigorous and active as many of 
half hla age. Major-General Adolphus 
Greely, famous as a soldio.- and Arc¬ 
tic explorer, has reached ihe seven¬ 
tieth milestone of his l'fe’s journey. 
8ir.ee his retirement from active ser¬ 
vice six years ago General Oreoly 
has made his residence fa Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. Much of his time, however, 
has beeh spent in the study of avia¬ 
tion, military affairs and geography 
and kindred sciences. 

More thaq thirty yoars ago General 
Greely attracted world-wide attention 
liy a polar expedition, of which ha 
was the chief. Tho expeditl. l sailed 
northward In 1881. It contained 25 
members, of whom only seven came 
hack. Two relief expeJitions failed 
to find the Greely party, and “hen 
finally rescued by the third expedi¬ 
tion, sent under command of Capt 
Winfield Scott Schley, the survivors 
of the party were nearly ctazed with 
hunger. 


TRAIN LOAD OF COAL DAILY 


Vancouver Is to have the largest 
telescope in tho world this summer, 
the Domtaion government having de¬ 
cided to erect this instrument at the 
Meteorological observatory, Point 
Grey. The new instrument will have 
a focal length of fift/ feet and tbe 
diameter of the lens 10 feet—20 
inches larger than the one at Mount 
Wilson, California, which is 100 
inches in diameter. 


That Was the Lethbridge Record for 
1913, According to Correct 
Figures 

In the year 1913, the province of 
Alberta produced 4.306.346 tons of 
coal. Lethbridge, including tho dis¬ 
trict within one hum’red miles of . this 
'city, produced 3.000,000 tons, or 66 
per cent, of the total output of the 
1 rovinco. 

Allowing forty tons to the car, the 
output of tht Crow’s Nest Pass for 
the year in carfaads, was 70,000 or 
1,400 trainloads, allowing 2,000 tons 
to each train. Lethbridge alone pro¬ 
vide* tonnage for 372 trains each 
year, on the '13 basis of production. 

The total number of met employed 
in the coal mines of Alberta ’ is 
8,068 and of thi number, the mines 
in the Pasj ' icluding Lethbridge and 
Taber, omployed 4,368, or 54.2 per 
cent, of the total. Of the total of 
2,815,455 tons mined in tho district, 
the Pass mines produced 1,774,796 
tons; Lethbridge, 746.452 tons; Tab¬ 
er, 206,459 tons; Pincher Creek, 7 1,- 
006 tons; Bow Island 12,095 tons, and 
Milk River 2,499 tons. I

One Million Acres Mor< Under Culti¬ 
vation This Year 

One more million acres of land will 
be under cultivation this year than 
last year and in consequence, judging 
by present conditions, the crop of 
Western Canada will be larger by fif¬ 
ty million bushels, according to C. F. 
Tilt, of Winnipeg, who was interview¬ 
ed in Montreal recently. 

“There have been a great number 
of settlers of the right kind.” said 
Mr. Tilt to t. correspondent, “which 
is a good thing for the west. One par¬ 
ty, composed of German noblemen 
and their followers, have acquired 
90,000 acres of th, irrigated land of 
the Canadian Pacific near the town 
of Hussar, ten miles north of Bas- 
sano. Tho leader of tho party is 
Count GarnstoiT, while ‘one of those 
Interested a d who expects to Join 
the new Colony later is Prince Radi- 
will, a blood relation of Emperor 
William. This colony has strong fin¬ 
ancial backing nnd in a rionth 200 
more Germans will arrive." 

Mr. Tilt, who is the Winnipeg man¬ 
ager of the grain exporting branch of 
James Carruthers and company, is 
very optimistic regarding fair year’s 
crop.

A dozen or more Toronto ladies 
are taking tbe cigarette euro which is 
being administered by doctors who 
are associated with the Boys* Domin¬ 
ion.

Its symbolistic appeal swayed 
the whole town, and it had been dem¬ 
onstrated that It was a great factor 
In unifying communities and creeds, 
as mayor and boot black, minister 
and blacksmith, joined in the spirit 
which gripped the people in a musi¬ 
cal dramatization of tbe history of 
tbeir city or town. 


Tho apparent indifference of Brit¬ 
ish manufacturing firms toward the 
Canadian import trade, has prompted 
the Canudlan Chamber af Commerce 
in London to establish a British man¬ 
ufacturers’ section. Nearly a hundred 
firms, among them some of the most 
prominent in England, have joined the 
section, and it lias been decided to 
take collective action Immediately, 
for a trade campaign to capture the 
greater proportion of import trade in 
the Dominion of manufactured goods.

CHEQUES AS SOUVENIRS 


Lord Strathcona Never Collected 
C.P.R. Director’s Fee* 

Lord Strathcona always boasted 
that he never had cashed in a cent 
from the C.P.R. In the shape of direc¬ 
tor’s fees. After his death a number 
of cheques amounting to around $50,- 
000 and covered his 32 years’ direc¬ 
torship, were found among bis pri¬ 
vate papers. They lypresented the 
usual payments to him as director, 
and had not been cashed. As the 
checks were received by Lord Strath¬ 
cona they were filed away without 
endorsement. Tbe executors bave 
nOw notified the company that these 
cheques drawn upon It are held by 
the estate, and a formal claim has 
been filed. 

Lord Strathcona was a director of 
the C.P.R..from its inception in 1881 
to his death. Directors’ fees for a 
time were $1,000 a year, but latterly 
they bave been 82,000. The estate, lt 
la estimated, will collect from $40,000 
to $50,000 fip m the uncashed cheques, 
which LocHJtrathcona kept as souve¬ 
nirs. ^ 

His lordship, of course, received a 
handsome return for his investments 
In C.P.R. capital, both original and 
new issues. 


New Demonstration Farm 
One hundred and thirteen acres 
will be set apart by tbe Southern Al¬ 
berta Land Company for a demonstra¬ 
tion farm on their new tract which 
is about to be opened up. The farm 
in question will be located 113 miles 
east of Bow river at Ronolane and 
will be in charge of an experienced 
Irrigation 1st from Colorado. 

Alfalfa and other field errrs will 
bo grown on the farm, of which a 
largo portion has already been 
broken and leveled In preparation to 
receive water.

“A good hotbed is a very haudy 
thing on the farm, and it does- not 
take a great deal of time or trouble 
to make'one, and when it is made, 
if the farmer bimsf If has too tniiob 
to do at the lime the hotbed is 
mostly in use (ami he generally 
has), he can hand it over to 01 e of 
his boys ai.d teach him how to pro¬ 
pagate vegetable plants from seid 
for planting outside. 

“The hot bid if. possible should 
be made on the south side o' a 
good wind break, and care should 
be takeu to seleot a spot where 
the drainage is good. 

“Dig a deep pit about 3 feel 
deep, eight or ten feat wide, and 
any length which may be desire 1. 
Board up the sides to about a foot 
or sixteen inches on the north side, 
and four jo eight inches on the 
south side. This gives a slope 
from north to south so that the 
hotbed gels an the sunshine possi-

Dear Sir,—As your columns are 
ever open for the discussion of 
matters affecting the community 
in which and off which we live, I 
take advantage of your courtesy to 
again draw attention to a piatter of 
vital importance, namely, fire pro¬ 
tection. 

We have now got a fire hall 
which is situated iu the right place 
and is an ornament to the village 
and a credit lb the designer, Mr. 
A. J. Flood, and the question now 
arises as to how it may be best 
used for the purpose of fire protec¬ 
tion. 

I trust that the needed relorms 
will now be carried out to give us an 
efficient fire brigade, but since the 
.powers of our councillors in this 
direction are limited by the in¬ 
exorable laws of nature, it behoves 
us as citizens to do our part/ 

A suggestion which appeared in 
your paper last week seems to me 
to solve the problem for us- It 
was that each householder and 
storekeeper keep at least oue bar¬ 
rel of water on the premises, con¬ 
stantly filled in readiness to quench 
any outbreak of fire at its in¬ 
ception. The idea is so good and 
simple that the wonder is it was 
not thought of and acted on before. 
When a fire breaks out a barrel of 
water at hand is worth more than 
two at the well, and it is to be 
hoped that each householder and 
storekeeper will act upon the advice j 
given, not only for the protection of 
his own property, but the property 
of his ne ighbors_aniLcQUUUimity at 
large.

“During the first time or four 
days the temperature will probably 
rise to 100 F. or over, and it is best 
to wait until it drops to around 85 
or a little less, then you oau sow 
the seed either in the soil or id the. 
hotbed, or, if you prefer it, in 
boxes two feet by eighteeu iuches. 
by three to four iuches deep, with 
sparred bottom for drainage; these 
boxes are handier .to move about, 
and the young plants can be more 
readily and morefeisily removed to 
a cold frame, if you happen to have 
one, to harden them hff. 

“Before tilling these boxes with 
soil it may be mentioned that it is 
a good plan to put a layer of smali 
stones, or pieces of broken fiower 
pots or tile, about of an inch deep, 
iu the bot'om of the box to ensure 
plenty of drainage The sash ot 
the hotbed should be opened a 
little every day, so that the young 
plants receive a plentiful supply 
of fresh air, and should be closed 
at nights, with a good thickness of 
burlap or matting thrown over the 
glass if tbe frosts have not yet 
gone* 

“A cold frame can bo made in 
the same way as the hotbed, ouly j 
no manure is placed on it. This 
frame is very haudy, as we 
have said before, to harden the 
plants off before planting them out 
in the garden ’’

be pastured on some clean, tender, 
and palatable forage crop, sunh as 
clover, alfalfa or rape. While the 
cost of pork production may be 
materially reduced in this way, it 
is desirable to feed grain or other 
concentrated feed iu a d d i 11 o n . 
Mature breeding stock may be 
maintained on good pasture, but 
young and growing hogs should 
reoeive additional feed 

Hog growers differ regarding 
the quantity of grain to be fed 
while on pasture but a medium 
ration would be one that is equal to 
dbout 2 per cent of the live weight 
of hog while growing and then a 
fall grain ration when finishing. 
No hard and fast rule cau be laid 
down for the supplemental grain 
ratios, but not feeding any grain 
almost invariably results in astnnt- 
ed hog. Mr. W. Lang, of Indian 
Head, Saak, who is doing illustra¬ 
tion work for the Commissiou of 
Conservation, obtained the follow¬ 
ing results with hogs pastured on 
less than one acre of alfalfa.

T HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (dot sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable bouse is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader In 
good standing mav pre empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
50 acred extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney laud 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price. 
$3 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300.
